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minutes at the Emirates due 
to problems on the London 
transport network. 

When the game did get 
under way, Saints began in a 
composed, if not exactly 
threatening, manner. 

Mauricio Pochettino’s side 
retained the ball well and 
ensured there was no horror 
show in the first few minutes 
in the same way there was in 
the 6-1 defeat here last season. 

However, Arsenal soon 
began to gain an increasing 
amount of control. 

They very nearly opened the 
lead in the 11th minute with a 
clever effort from Jack 
Wilshere. 

Aaron Ramsey had prodded 
a loose ball towards the edge 
of the area and, after Giroud 
and Fonte challenged for it, it 


dropped into Wilshere’s path 
on the right-hand side of the 
box. 

He used his first touch to 
take the ball away from Luke 
Shaw before clipping a little 
lob from a tight angle over 
Boruc, only to see the ball hit 
the inside of the far post and 
rebound to the Saints keeper. 

Luke Shaw had to be alert a 
minute later to snuff out 
another moment of danger, 
winning an important chal¬ 
lenge with Giroud after 
Wilshere’s clever reverse 
pass had found him in the 
area. 

Shaw hurt his left leg in the 
process, but was back on the 
pitch after some treatment. 

Saints were still unable to 
create anything, but there 
were at least displaying some 
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Saints suffered a major blow 
ahead of kick-off, with centre 
half Dejan Lovren ruled out 
through illness. 

Jos Hooiveld was elevated 
into the starting line-up to 
replace him, partnering Jose 
Fonte at the back.

Again, the post denied them 
after 18 minutes, when 
Ramsey’s audacious back-heel 
flick across goal from Mesut 
Ozil’s pass hit the outside of 
the upright and went behind. 

Four minutes later, though, 
Arsenal were gifted the lead. 

Boruc, who had committed a 
couple of poor kicks earlier in 
the match, received a back 
pass from Nathaniel Clyne, 
took a touch and, rather than 
clear downfield, attempted a 
Cruyff turn against the on- 
rushing Giroud. 

It didn’t work, and neither 
did his second or third 
attempt. The Saints stopper 
got himself increasingly tan¬ 
gled and was easily dispos¬ 
sessed by the Arsenal striker, 
who then rolled the ball into 
the empty net. 

It was an absolutely horren¬ 
dous error and, predictably, 
led to Boruc being taunted by 
the home fans every time the 
ball came near him for the 
rest of the match. 

Saints had a chance to 
make amends for their 
keeper’s mistake shortly 
afterwards, when Clyne 
burst free down the right 
after exchanging passes 
with Adam Lallana, 
but, as he prepared to 
square to the 
unmarked Rickie 
Lambert in the cen¬ 
tre, he got the ball 
caught under his 
feet, allowing 
Arsenal to clear 
behind for a 
corner. 

The visitors’ first shot 
arrived after 32 minutes, 
when Wojciech Szczesny had 
to palm over a snap volley 
from Lallana, after Mikel 
Arteta made a hash of clear¬ 
ing a ball from the edge of the 
box.

Saints were growing into 
the game and came closest 
six minutes before the break, 
as Rodriguez swapped passes 
with James Ward-Prowse, 
before firing in an acrobatic 
scissor-style volley that 
Szczesny had to dive across 
goal to tip wide. 

Jos Hooiveld was the first 
man into the book shortly 
before half-time, for a high 
challenge on Giroud. 

Saints made one change at 
the break, with Shaw’s earli¬ 
er knock forcing him off. 
Steven Davis replaced him, 
with Clyne moving to left 
back and Ward-Prowse to 
right-back. 

Victor Wanyama joined 
Hooiveld in the book, for trip¬ 
ping Santi Cazorla, before 
Lallana drove a left-foot 
effort straight at Szczesny 
after Morgan Schneiderlin’s 
smart cutback. 


Saints’ second change 
arrived in the 53rd minute, as 
Lallana was withdrawn for 
record signing Dani Osvaldo, 
as Saints searched for a 
greater presence at the very 
top of the pitch. 

Cazorla then went over 
under a Wanyama challenge, 
as he drove into the area, but 
Mark Clattenburg rejected 
the penalty claim. 

While his feet had let him 
down earlier, Boruc was 
assured with his hands when 
Ozil fired in a stinging left- 
foot shot towards the near 
post in the 63rd minute. 

Arsenal’s first change came 
with 20 minutes left, as 
Cazorla made way for ex- 
Saint Theo Walcott, who was 
returning after two months 
out injured, while Arteta was 
substituted for Tomas 
Rosicky shortly after. 

Osvaldo issued a warning 


shot when he turned on the 
halfway line and drove 
between Wilshere and Per 
Mertesacker, only for his 
left-foot drive to find the 
grateful arms of Szczesny. 

Lambert then had a shot 
well blocked after a clever 
turn just outside the box, 
while Wanyama blazed a vol¬ 
ley over from distance, as 
Saints began to press a little 
more. 

With the hosts looking to 
close out the match, 
Arsenal’s £42.5m man Ozil 
came off with just under ten 
minutes remaining, being 
replaced by Nacho Monreal. 

Walcott almost finished 
things off himself, driving a 
shot from 20 yards just wide 
of the far post, with Boruc at 
full stretch. 

Home nerves were eventu¬ 
ally eased four minutes from 
the end after Clattenburg

awarded a penalty for a tug 
on Mertesacker’s shirt from 
Fonte, as a corner was sent 
in. 

There wasn’t much of a pull 
there, but the Saints defend¬ 
er shouldn’t have given the 
official a decision to make. 

Giroud made no mistake 
from the spot, sending Boruc 
the wrong way to seal the 
points for the Gunners.

MAURICIO Pochettino said there 
was no need for Artur Boruc to 
apologise for the terrible error 
that gifted Arsenal their first goal. 

The keeper was dispossessed 
by Olivier Giroud as he attempted 
to turn away from the player 
inside his own area during the 
first half at the Emirates Stadium. 

The mistake left the Arsenal 
striker free to tap into an empty 
net, before Giroud converted a 
late penalty to seal the three 
points for the Premier League 
leaders. 

“Football players don’t really 
need to apologise to their own 
teammates,” said Pochettino, pic¬ 
tured above, when asked if Boruc 
had said ‘sorry’ for the error. 

“These things can happen. 

“Football players can have 
amazing performances or they 
can have a bad day, as happened 
today to him, and we assume that 
these things can happen. 

“The main thing is that they all 
support each other.” 

Pochettino said that Boruc’s 
reticence to simply punt the ball 
downfield in favour of searching 
for a shorter option is an 
approach that he encourages. 

“It’s the way that we play,” he 
said. “That’s what I demand of 
him, that’s what I demand of all 
my players. That’s the style that 
we play. There’s nothing more 
that we can say. It’s just a bad 
day, and it happened.”

ELEVEN years ago today, Antti 
Niemi went down in Saints folk¬ 
lore for a sensational triple save 
to deny Arsenal a late equaliser. 

The ‘Triple Antti’ thwarted 
Patrick Vieira, ensuring a 3-2 win 
against Arsenal at St Mary’s on 
November 23,2002. 

Saints were hoping to beat the 
Gunners for the first time in nine 
subsequent matches but, sadly, 
Artur Boruc was guilty of the sort of 
error that will be remembered for 
as long as Niemi’s heroics. 

A terrible blunder meant another 
moment to forget for the Pole, three 
weeks on from conceding after just 
13 seconds to fellow goalkeeper 
Asmir Begovic at Stoke. 

While he was not entirely blame¬ 
less at the Britannia Stadium, 
where a powerful wind contributed 
to what was a freak goal, Boruc was 
most definitely culpable for Olivier 
Giroud’s ninth of the season, mid¬ 
way through the first half at the 
Emirates. 

Attempting to take on Giroud with 
some fancy footwork after receiving 
a pass back from Nathaniel Clyne, 
Boruc got himself into a terrible 
tangle. 

His footwork was far from fancy 
and Giroud was only too happy to 
accept the gift. 

Saints had already been dealt a 
blow by the absence through illness 
of Dejan Lovren, the club’s player of 
the season thus far, an ever-present 
and the goalscoring hero in the 1-1 
draw at Manchester United. 

A similar result would have been 
most welcome but it was a win by a 
two-goal margin that Saints were 
dreaming of after Everton came 
from behind to ensure a share of the 
spoils in the Merseyside derby at

lunchtime. Everton had read the 
script, particularly Lukaku, whose 
two goals at Goodison Park had 
given fans hope of seeing 
Southampton at the top of the pile 
for the first time since January 1982. 

Victory by a two-goal margin 
would have put Saints at the top of 
the Barclays Premier League for the 
first time since its inception 21 years 


ago. But only once before have they 
won by two goals or more at 
Arsenal. And Boruc’s error meant 
they were never going to replicate 
their 3-0 win at Highbury in April 
1968, when Terry Paine, Joe Kirkup 
and Mick Judd scored past Bob 
Wilson. 

It was a great shame as Saints 
gave as good as they got in the first 


half. 

Arsenal goalkeeper Wojciech 
Szczesny saved a couple of decent 
volleys, tipping over Adam 
Lallana’s 18-yarder and palming 
aside Jay Rodriguez’s effort after 
some excellent skill from the num¬ 
ber nine. 

Boruc was grateful not to be pick¬ 
ing the ball out of his net when Jack 
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Ward punishes 
Howe’s Cherries

Wilshere’s cute chip from inside 
the area came back off the inside of 
the post ten minutes before 
Boruc's blunder. 

But it was that sort of game. 

A mistake was always likely to 
be the difference between two 
well- matched footballing sides 
and so it proved. 

Giroud may have added a late 


penalty, after a negligible shirt tug 
by Jose Fonte, but this was a defi¬ 
nite improvement on the 6-1 maul¬ 
ing of 14 months ago, since when 
Victor Wanyama’s arrival has 
added steel to Saints’ silk. 

Aaron Ramsey and Wilshere 
both bounced off the granite-like 
Kenyan, who was a formidable 
presence in the Saints midfield. 


Jos Hooiveld, Lovren’s replace¬ 
ment, will be relieved to have gone 
some way to exorcising the 
demons of Saints’ previous visit to 
the Emirates, while Harrison Reed 
and Sam Gallagher, the latest 
academy alumni, soaked up a 
great deal of experience on the 
bench. 

Onwards and upwards. 


JAMIE Ward’s second-half strike 
ruined Matt Ritchie’s long-awaited 
return as Derby County claimed a 1-0 
win at Dean Court this afternoon. 

And in a worrying finale for 
Cherries, star defender Steve Cook 
was carried off on a stretcher with a 
leg injury, the extent of which has yet 
to be confirmed. 

Rams wide man Ward had earlier 
forced a close-range drive past Lee 
Camp in the 61st minute to settle the 
Championship clash in front of a sell¬ 
out crowd. 

Cherries striker Tokelo Rantie was 
denied by Lee Grant in an opening 
half which also saw Camp produce 
routine saves from Ward and Simon 
Dawkins. 

But Ward’s goal put the Rams in 
charge after the break and despite 
the introduction of Ryan Fraser and 
Ritchie, who 
made his first 
appearance of 
the season, pro¬ 
viding added 
impetus for the 
hosts, there was 
no way back 
against the in¬ 
form visitors. 

To make mat¬ 
ters worse, Cook 
was stretchered 
off deep into 
stoppage time 
following lengthy 
on-field treat¬ 
ment. 

Cherries suf¬ 
fered a double 
setback ahead of 
the game with 
key men Elliott 
Ward and Harry 
Arter both ruled 
out due to calf 
problems. Club 
captain Tommy 
Elphick and Shaun MacDonald were 
promoted from the bench as Eddie 
Howe, pictured, made two enforced 
changes following the draw at 
Burnley prior to the international 
break. 

Visitors Derby, under the manage¬ 
ment of ex-England boss Steve 
McClaren, replaced injured Kalifa 
Cisse (toe) with John Eustace. 

The Rams, leading goalscorers in 
the Championship going into the 
game, fired an early signal of their 
intent when Dawkins fired over with 
an ambitious 25-yard effort. 

In an enterprising yet largely 
uneventful start from both teams, the 
bright Eunan O’Kane and Brett 
Pitman both just failed to pick out the 
runs of Rantie after finding space 
deep in enemy territory. 

Derby were quick to commit men 
forward when on the front foot and 
they also looked swift on the counter. 
From one such break, Ward forced a 
routine save from Camp after Will 
Hughes’s precision pass had sent the 
livewire wide man scampering clear 
on the right. 

Rantie, who helped South Africa to 
a memorable victory over Spain in 
midweek, had been kept quiet until 
he exploded into the action by almost 
netting an opener on 18 minutes. 

Released by Lewis Grabban’s 


accurate ball, Rantie easily skipped 
past Jake Buxton to race towards the 
byline before cutting back inside 
Buxton. With only the keeper to beat, 
Rantie was denied as Derby number 
one Lee Grant desperately blocked at 
his near post. 

Former Chesterfield frontman Ward 
was proving a constant threat and 
Derby-born former Rams stopper 
Camp again had to be alert to hold on 
to his fierce low drive on 28 minutes. 

Buxton received a yellow card after 
halting Rantie as Cherries’ record 
signing looked to break clear. 

Rams keeper Grant gave the 
bumper travelling support a couple of 
nervy moments when he flapped at 
two inswinging Charlie Daniels set- 
pieces. 

At the other end, Cook, recently 
linked with a move to the Premier 
League, twice 
threw himself in 
front of Chris 
Martin efforts 
before Camp 
tipped over a 
ferocious 
Dawkins drive 
as the half 
neared its con¬ 
clusion. 

Derby skipper 
Richard Keogh 
ensured parity 
at the break 
when he pro¬ 
duced a tremen¬ 
dous block as 
MacDonald 
launched him¬ 
self at a loose 
ball after the 
Rams had failed 
to clear a teas¬ 
ing Grabban 
cross. 

As Cherries 
looked to assert 
themselves on the resumption, 

Pitman was unable to hit the target 
with a half-chance from Grabban’s 
cross. 

Ward saw his free-kick held by 
Camp before the Derby dangerman 
was rewarded for his impressive dis¬ 
play by putting the Rams in the dri¬ 
ving seat. Ward was perfectly placed 
to force home Craig Forsyth’s low 
cross, his finish having enough power 
to beat Camp, despite the Cherries 
keeper getting a hand to the ball. 

Cherries boss Howe acted by intro¬ 
ducing wingers Fraser and Ritchie, 
the latter making a welcome return 
following a long-term thigh problem. 

Ritchie was heavily involved from 
the right flank, with Grabban switch¬ 
ing to his usual central role, where he 
was joined by Wes Thomas who 
replaced Pitman. 

Howe’s substitutions almost paid 
dividends when Thomas stormed in 
behind the Derby backline, his cross 
headed agonisingly wide by Fraser at 
the far post. 

Camp produced an exceptional 
save to deny Derby sub Mason 
Bennett as Cherries were nearly 
caught on the counter. Fraser and 
Ritchie gave Cherries more of a threat 
but McClaren’s men demonstrated 
their composure to see out time and 
boost their play-off hopes.

Nigeria: 9 apps, 0 goals. Southampton (1978- 
85): 90 apps, 0 goals 

A youth academy product, Agboola was 
thrown in at the deep end as he made his 
debut for Saints away at Manchester United 
in 1980. From there, he established himself 
firstly as a left back, before being deployed 
as a sweeper by Lawrie McMenemy as 
Southampton finished second in the 1983-84 
season. Later sold to Sunderland for £150k. 

CEDRIC BASEYA 

DR Congo: 0 apps, 0 goals. Southampton 
(2005-08): 1 app, 0 goals 
Having made it through the Saints academy, 
Baseya made his debut in 2008, coming on in 
the last minute against Ipswich Town with¬ 
out touching the ball. Moved on a free a few 
months after. 

DJAMEL BELMADI 

Algeria: 20 apps, 5 goals.Southampton (2005- 
07): 36 apps, 3 goals 
After spells at Paris Saint-Germain, 
Marseille and Manchester City, there was no 
doubting Belmadi’s ability. When Saints 
signed him as a Championship club, it was a 
signing of intent. Terrorising full backs 
down both sides when he played, injuries 
sadly blighted his spell in Hampshire. 
Belmadi departed after two seasons. 

HENRI CAMARA 

Senegal: 99 apps, 29 goals, Southampton 
(2005, loan): 13 apps, 4 goals 
Signed in an attempt to keep the club in the 
top flight, Camara didn’t do badly at 
Southampton, but his goals weren’t enough 
and Saints dropped into the Championship 
on the final day. 


ALI DIA 

Senegal: 0 apps, 0 goals. Southampton (1996): 
1 app, 0 goals 

Possibly the best footballing story of all time, 
assuming you’re not Graeme Souness. After 
receiving a phone call from ‘George Weah’ 
asking Souness to give his ‘cousin’, who had 
played for Paris Saint-Germain and 13 times 
for his country, a chance, Souness accepted 
and gave Dia a month long contract. He 
came on for Matt Le Tissier on his debut, 
and was substituted soon after when it tran¬ 
spired he wasn’t actually very good. Weah 
claims he’s never heard of him and Dia’s 
contract was soon terminated. 

TAHAR EL KHALEJ 

Morocco: 49 apps, 2 goals. Southampton 
(2000-03): 58 apps, 3 goals 
Bought from Portuguese giants Benfica, El 
Khalej presented himself as a beacon of posi¬ 
tivity on an otherwise awful day with a goal 
on his debut against Tottenham Hotspur in a 
7-2 loss. Struggled to dislodge either Claus 
Lundekvam or Dean Richards at centre 
back, and was subsequently moved to mid- 
field. 


YOANN FOLLY 

Togo: 1 app, 0 goals. Southampton (2003-06): 
14 apps 

One of Gordon Strachan’s worst buys, £250k 
was splashed out on Folly before he’d even 
kicked a ball in a league fixture for St 
Etienne. Left for Sheffield Wednesday for 
undisclosed compensation three years after. 

BRUCE GROBBELAAR 

Zimbabwe: 33 apps, 0 goals. Southampton

(1994-96): 32 apps, 0 goals 
The man famous for his ‘spaghetti legs’ 
antics during the 1984 European Cup Final 
penalty shootout for Liverpool, Grobbelaar 
spent just over a season with Southampton, 
but it wasn’t without controversy. Match 
fixing charges were thrown at Grobbelaar 
from his Liverpool days, but despite this, 
during his next game after the allega¬ 
tions he kept a clean sheet against 
Arsenal. 

HASSAN KACHLOUL 

Morocco: 12 apps, 0 goals. 

Southampton (1998-2001): 85 apps, 

15 goals 

Undoubtedly one of the better 
free signings made by 
Southampton, Kachloul signed 
after a self imposed release 
from Metz in 1998. While fans 
may have been worried about 
his attitude, he largely deliv¬ 
ered on the pitch and will for¬ 
ever be remembered for scor¬ 
ing twice in the last ever 
game at The Dell - also 
Kachloul’s last game in a 


Southampton shirt - that 3-2 win over 
Arsenal. 

EMMANUEL MAYUKA 

Zambia: 43 apps, 10 goals. Southampton 
(2012-now): 11 apps, 0 goals 
One of the summer signings made by 
Saints after promotion to the top 
flight, Mayuka has done little to 
suggest he warrants the five year 
deal awarded to him. Currently on 

loan at Sochaux in an attempt 
to find some form and kick 
start his Southampton 
career. 

PELE 

Cape Verde: 11 apps: 0 
goals. Southampton 
(2006-07): 37 apps, 1 
goal 

When news broke 
that Southampton 
had signed Pele, 
fans must have been 
wondering if they 
had entered a time- 
warp or something. 


Instead, they had acquired a commanding 
centre half who could also play in midfield, 
and upon sale to West Bromwich Albion, 
recouped £lm. 


PAPA WAIGO 

Senegal: 15 apps, 1 goal. Southampton (2009-10, 
loan): 35 apps, 5 goals 
Not every League One outfit can attract a 
Senegalese international to play third division 
football, but that’s exactly what Southampton 
did in 2009. While Waigo’s league form wasn’t 
the greatest, he played a huge role in the 2010 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy triumph at 
Wembley, scoring in the 4-1 victory over 
Carlisle United and finishing as top scorer for 
the tournament. 

VICTOR WANYAMA 

Kenya: 27 apps, 1 goal. Southampton (2013- 
present): 10 apps 0 goals. 

After shining in the SPL and Champions 
League with Scottish giants Celtic, Wanyama 
made the move to Saints in the summer of 
2013 for a fee believed to be in the region of 
£12m. He has been an ever-present so far this 
season and, in so doing, has became the first 
Kenyan to play in the Premier League.

Some of the names mentioned 
above are the biggest in world 
football, and any tournament 
will be poorer without their pres¬ 
ence, yet World Cups aren’t just 
about individuals and their bril¬ 
liance.

IT wasn’t supposed to be like this. 

Spain’s return to the ground where they 
won the FIFA World Cup just over three 
years ago was meant to be a procession¬ 
al celebration, where they overcame a 
stubborn home outfit like they had done 
throughout their “world tour”. 

Unfortunately for them, Bafana Bafana 
had little time for nostalgia and put in a 
performance that alluded to their poten¬ 
tial. For a country with a fabled football 
history, South Africa, much like Spain 
pre-2008, are perennial underachievers. 

And, while a victory over the reigning 
world champions is something worth cel¬ 
ebrating, it is scant consolation for miss¬ 
ing out on the carnival in Brazil next year. 

Failure to progress from a group con¬ 
taining Botswana, Ethiopia and the 
Central African Republic was another in a 
long line of qualification failures for the 
nation. 

Following that disappointment, coach 
Gordon Igesund was quick to start build¬ 
ing for the future. 

With an average age of 24, the team 
that took to the field against Spain is very 
much a work in progress. 

And despite the first 10 minutes, when 
they were overrun, they went 
toe-to-toe with 
Vicente Del 
Bosque’s world- 
beaters and 
came out on top. 

Key to the South 
African victory 
was the midfield 
combination of 
Andile Jali and 
Oupa Manyisa, the 
same pairing that helped 
guide Orlando Pirates to the CAF 
Champions League Final. 

They showed great composure and 
technical ability, matching up to the 
indomitable Spanish midfield containing 
Iniesta, pictured, and Xabi Alonso. 

Bernard Parker continued to build on his 
reputation as a game-breaker, with a cool 
finish over the advancing Victor Valdes. 

All across the park it was South Africa’s 
tenacity that disrupted the Spanish pass¬ 
ing game, forcing them into a surprising 
amount of errors. 

At the back it was Itumeleng Khune that 
shone once again, with a string of fine 
saves, and it was his distribution that 
played a part in South Africa’s goal, with 
a pinpoint kick finding Parker on the left. 
While the game was slightly soured by 
the altercation surrounding the replace¬ 
ment of Valdes, which may cost Bafana 
valuable rankings points, it was still 
another night to remember in Soweto.

It’s an interesting compliment, for no other 
reason that it follows a statement from 
Mauricio Pochettino stating Saints will not 
need to spend in January in order to maintain 
their push for European football next season 
because of the number of young players striv¬ 
ing to break into his first team. 

Pochettino stated: “What’s been the case 
here in Southampton is that two good things 
have come together - the fact that there’s 
been a very good project in place for a long 
time, in the sense that we always push play¬ 
ers through the academy, and a manager that 
fully believes in young players.

Surely there can be no 
greater indicator of where we 
went wrong as a footballing 
nation than the fact we 
excluded Matt in favour of 
Darren Anderton? 

Sometimes in sport, as in 
life, you just have to be 
brave. 

You cannot accuse the 
English of lacking fight, but you 
can certainly accuse them of lack¬ 
ing faith. 

Until we can have faith in ability, creativity 
and work ethic then we are destined to dream 
of winning the world cup rather than actual¬ 
ly doing it...

Ironically, Osvaldo had scored 
on his first two appearances for 
Pochettino’s Espanyol after being 
signed on loan in April 2010. 

Osvaldo also made an early 
impact when he joined Roma in 
September 2011, netting four times 
in his first seven Serie A outings. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the 
starts other Saints signings made 
to their careers at the club. 

As we can see, some were great, 
some were good ... and some 
underwhelming. 

In alphabetical order, we have ...

Peter Crouch: Scored on his second 
appearance for Saints, as a second 
half sub on his home debut against 
Bolton in August 2004.

Kevin Davies: The 20-year-old 
scored the winner against Crystal 
Palace on his third appearance for 
Saints in 1997/98. 

In all, he managed three goals in 
his first six league games, includ¬ 
ing a strike against Liverpool at 
The Dell. 

Ron Davies: No striker in history 
has ever made the start to life at 


Saints than the Welsh inter¬ 
national did at the start of 
the 1966/67 season. 

After failing to score in his 
first two games, Davies then 
went on a phenomenal run, 
plundering 26 goals in as 
many games. 

Of those 26 games, he only 
failed to score in five of 
them. 

Davies ended the season 
with 37 goals from his 41 top 
flight starts. 

No striker has ever scored 
more in a First 
Division/Premier League sea¬ 
son since, and almost certainly 
no one ever will. 

Agustin Delgado: The £3.2m 

striker will go down in history 
as one of Saints’ worst signings. 

Having arrived at St Mary’s in 
November 2001, the Ecuadorian 
only managed one league goal - 
against Arsenal over 12 months

The striker who arrived at St 
Mary’s as part of the deal which 
saw Kenwyne Jones join 
Sunderland finished as Saints’ 
leading scorer that season, with 
two more goals on the final day 
helping to keep the club in the 
Championship. 

Joe Jordan: The former Scottish 
international scored three times 
in his first six First Division 
games at the start of the 1984/85 
campaign. 

Rickie Lambert: Netted on his 
Saints league debut at 
Huddersfield in August 2009 - a 
sign of things to come. 

In all, the £lm striker struck six 
goals in his first ten League 1 out¬ 
ings for Alan Pardew’s men. 

Ted MacDougall: After arriving at 
Saints shortly into the 1976/77 


season, he netted on his second 
start in a 6-2 loss at Charlton 
before scoring twice in a 4-1 win 
against Fulham at The Dell in his 
third game. 

In all, he scored eight goals in 
his first 12 Second Division 
games. 

Peter Osgood: Became Saints’ 
record signing at £250,000 when 
he arrived from Chelsea in March 
1974. 

He failed to score in his first 
nine First Division starts for the 
club, only opening his account in 
his tenth outing at Everton on the 
final day of the 1973/74 campaign. 

Unfortunately that goal, in 
Saints’ 3-0 win, failed to prevent 
the club from suffering relega¬ 
tion. 

Egil Ostenstad: The Norwegian 
scored twice in the famous 6-3 
Dell thrashing of Manchester 
United in October 1996 in what 


was his second start for the club 
and his third appearance in all. 

Marian Pahars: The current 
Latvian international boss scored 
a crucial goal in a 3-3 Dell draw 
against Blackurn on his second 
sub appearance in April 1997. 

On his fourth start for the club, 
he scored twice against Everton 
on the final day of the season to 
complete Saints’ Great Escape 
season. 

Kevin Phillips: Made an instant 
impact with a goal on his debut in 
Saints’ 2-2 draw at Leicester on 
the opening day of the 2003/04 
season. 

But the £3.25m striker only man¬ 
aged one more goal in his next 17 
Premier League appearances. 

Grzegorz Rasiak: The Polish strik¬ 
er scored four times in 12 appear¬ 
ances for Saints in 2005/06 while 
on loan from George Burley’s for¬ 


mer club Tottenham. 

Signed permanently for £2m in | 
the summer for 2006, Rasiak start¬ 
ed 2006/07 with eight goals in his 
first nine Championship matches. 

Marek Saganowski: Made a superb 
start to life at St Mary’s after 
being brought in on loan by 
George Burley in February 2007. 

After failing to score in his first 
three games, the Polish interna¬ 
tional fired ten goals in his next 
ten games. 

That purple patch included a 
hat-trick in a 6-0 win at Wolves. 

Signed permanently in the sum¬ 
mer for around £lm, Saints fans 
were understandably excited by 
Saganowski’s recruitment. 

But he managed just two goals in 
his first 29 Championship appear¬ 
ances of 2007/08, before scoring a 
vital goal in the last day win over 
Sheffield United that kept Saints 
up - for 12 months anyway. 

Billy Sharp: Scored just once in his 
first seven Championship games 
for Saints after his £1.7m arrival 
in January 2012 - on his home 
debut against Barnsley. 

Then finished the campaign 
with a flourish, scoring eight 
times in the last eight games 
including doubles against former 
club Doncaster, Portsmouth and 
Peterborough. 

Neil Shipperley: Signed for a then 
club record £1.2m in early 1995, 
Shipperley failed to score in his 
first six games for the club before 
netting four times in his next 
seven Premier League starts. 


Gordon Watson: Signed for £1.2m 
in March 1995, Watson scored on 
his second appearance, in a 3-1 
Dell win against Newcastle, and 
in all struck three times in his 
first nine league games.

From the most famous names in 
Saints history to the most obscure 
and fleeting characters to have worn 
the club’s shirt, there are gems of 
information to be uncovered in each 
profile. 

Honorary Saints president Terry 
Paine has penned the foreword for 
the book, which has been produced in 
association with the club and the 
Daily Echo. 

In the run-up to the book’s publica¬ 
tion, the Daily Echo will be printing

To coincide with today’s trip to 
Arsenal, they include parts of the 
Danny and Rod Wallace entries, with 
both players having been part of the 
club’s last win at the Gunners - Rod, 
in fact, scored the only goal of the 
game in the November 1987 contest at 
Highbury.

TED BATES 

Were he still with us, the great 
man, pictured left, would no 
doubt have been experiencing a 
few late nights right now, as a 
keen observer of events Down 
Under in the latest Ashes series. 

Bates’ links to cricket, and his 
family connection to the Ashes, 
is documented in a short piece 
in All the Saints: 

Ted Bates believed he could 
have been a professional crick¬ 
eter, had his father - forever 
away from home playing county 
cricket - been available to nur¬ 
ture his talent. 

W.E. (“Eddie”) Bates, who had 
joined Glamorgan in 1914, after 
failing to make the grade at his 
native Yorkshire, had also been 
a centre-forward with Bolton 
Wanderers in Division I and 
mainly a full-back with Leeds 
City in Division II. 

Eddie’s father, “Billy” Bates, 
had been a considerable all- 
rounder with Yorkshire and a 
record-breaker on England’s 
1882-83 tour of Australia, when 
his half-century and 14 wickets 
in Melbourne included the first 
Test hat-trick by an 
Englishman. Which is why that 
Test became known as “Billy 
Bates’s Match” and why his 
name is prominent on the 
Ashes urn.

DANNY WALLACE 

The Saints’ youth development offi¬ 
cer, Bob Higgins, spotted “Danny” 
Wallace as a schoolboy in South 
London and borrowed registration 
forms from a friend at Millwall, in 
order to capture his discovery, as a 
matter of urgency. 

At 16 years 314 days, Danny 
became the club’s youngest- 
ever debutant, although this 
record has since been over¬ 
taken. 

A combination of 
youthful exuberance and 
a debut at Old Trafford 
might explain why, in a 
televised post-match 
interview, he referred to 
his manager as “Lawrie”, 
before quickly changing it 
to “gaffer”. 

His personal highlights 
with Southampton include 
being First Division runners-up to 
Liverpool in 1983-84 - although he still 
feels the Saints deserved to be champi¬ 
ons - and making club history in 
October 1988, when his twin brothers 
and he played together v Sheffield 
Wednesday at The Dell. 

It was the first time that three broth¬ 
ers had appeared in any top-flight 



encounter since 1919-20. Worsening 
injuries and other symptoms forced 
him to retire in 1995. When he was 
eventually diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis in 1997, he was “relieved to 
know it wasn’t my fault.” He needed 
time to come to terms with MS but has 
“grown to accept it” as a condition that 
you learn to live with. 

He pays tribute to one of his oldest 
friends - George Lawrence - for 
helping to organise his emo¬ 
tional testimonial at St 
Mary’s in 2004. In 2006, 
another friend, the former 
boxer Michael Watson, 
presented him with his 
medal for the “hardest 
thing” he has ever done: 
completing the London 
Marathon in just over five 
days. Living in Manchester 
with his wife Jenny and 
their children, Danny has con¬ 
tinued to raise funds for the 
Danny Wallace Foundation and the 
MS Society. 

The last word should go to 
McMenemy, whose description of 
Wallace, the footballer, could have 
been of Wallace, the man. “He has got 
guts,” Lawrie said. “When things don’t 
go right for him, he doesn’t drop his 
head and hide.” 


ROD WALLACE 

In April 1984, as auto¬ 
graph-hunters and other 
hangers-on waited in the 
Dell car-park after the 
Saints’ 8-2 win v Coventry a 
pair of 14 year-old twins let 
everybody know that they 
were waiting for their big 
brother, Danny, to emerge 
with the match-ball. 

Who would have dared to 
think that these two nip¬ 
pers would go on to play for 
the Saints, even in the same 
team as the hat-trick hero 
himself, let alone that one 
of them - Rodney - would 
be judged by some to be 
even better than Danny and 
that Manchester United had 
bought the wrong Wallace? 

Relying less on sheer pace 
than Danny - though he 
could certainly motor - 
Rodney was a good crosser, 
who linked up intelligently 
with other forwards, 
notably Matthew Le 
Tissier. 

The 4-1 win v Liverpool 
was the highlight for that 
system, with Rodney and 


Matt each crossing for the 
other to score. Matt includes 
Rodney’s goal in his top 
assists, along with another 
that Rodney scored at 
Charlton, later in that 1989- 
90 season. 

Rodney has repeatedly 
referred to the Liverpool 
game as his best, but it was 
an outstanding goal-scoring 
season - 18 times in 35 
League starts - for a player 
who lined-up wide. 

Although Danny’s depar¬ 
ture early in that season had 
created the opportunity for 
Nicholl’s unorthodox forma¬ 
tion, in which Rodney 
became a prominent scorer, 
the way the transfer was 
handled was among the 
issues that unsettled 
Rodney, who made a series 
of unsuccessful transfer 
requests. 

Eventually, when his con¬ 
tract ran out, he left, along 
with brother Ray, to join 
Leeds for a tribunal-fixed fee 
of £1.6m - the highest arbi¬ 
tration up to that date, but 
still a bargain for Leeds.

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Cuffie wary 
of transfer 
plottings 

CHRISTCHURCH boss Mick 
Cuffie says he has “no idea” 
whether his Hurn Bridge prede¬ 
cessor and newly-appointed 
Hamworthy United boss Graham 
Kemp has a raid planned on his 
squad. 

Kemp, who vacated the Hurn 
Bridge hot-seat after six years 
over the summer, took four Priory 
players - Ben Osborne, Russell 
Cook, Danny Thompson and Karl 
Yelland - with him to Winchester 
City before his short stay ended 
last month.

But Kemp - who will take

DEAN Beckwith is well 
versed with what is required 
to achieve promotion. 

He was an essential cog in the 
Hereford United team which, with¬ 
in the space of three years between 
2005 and 2008, leapt from the 
Conference Premier into League 
One, writes PAUL MCNAMARA. 

Conversely, during 11 months in 
an Eastleigh shirt when he has 
become extremely familiar with 
the winning feeling, the central- 
defender’s one major low in that 
time administered a stark 
reminder of how tough a challenge 
his side face in attempting to fight 
their way out of an acutely com¬ 
petitive Conference South 
league. 








Beckwith’s 
plugging of 
what was a 
porous Spitfires 
back-four contributed enormously 
to last term’s second-half resur¬ 
gence that eventually earned 
Richard Hill’s team a play-off spot. 

When the promotion dream was 
ended in the semi-final tie at 
Dover, the man signed four 
months previously from Luton 
Town was one of two Eastleigh 
players to have their penalty saved 
in the deciding shoot-out. 

As Beckwith readily confirmed, 
it was a tough blow to absorb. 

“The day itself was devastating,” 
he recalled. 

“Everything we’d achieved since 
January to get that far, then to 
miss out on penalties was shatter¬ 
ing. 

“It was especially difficult 
because there wasn’t another 
game coming up to get it out of 
your system. 

“You had to wait until the start of 
pre-season to play again. 

“Once you go away, you can’t get 
over it until you start again the 
season after. 

“I did think about it during the 
summer, but not every day! 

“As the days go on you begin to 
think about other things. The best 
thing to do is just get it out of your 
system and go again.” 

There was certainly no blame 
ascribed to the 30-year-old defend¬ 
er, described by Hill as ‘this club’s 
best ever signing’, by any of his 
supporters or colleagues. 

All are mighty grateful to have 
Beckwith’s assured and authorita¬ 
tive presence in their ranks. 

The effort expended to lure the 
player to the Silverlake epitomises 
the collective spirit that exists at 
Eastleigh. 

The art of persuasion was partic¬ 
ularly crucial in Beckwith’s case, 
being as a background check on 
his prospective new employers 
included watching the miserable 
defeat at Bromley on January 5 
that left the Spitfires 21st in the 
table. 

Three days on, and Beckwith 
instantly went about demonstrat¬ 
ing exactly why his was such a 
sought after acquisition - making 
a goal-scoring debut in a 5-0 rout of 
Billericay Town. 

“I wanted to do a bit of research,” 
he explained. 

“I had a few other offers in the 


pipeline so it made 
sense to come 
down and have a 
look. 

“Obviously, that 
game (at Bromley) 
we ended up losing 
3-1. 

“The 
posi¬ 
tion 
t h e ^ 
club 
was in at the time 
wasn’t too good, but 
speaking to the gaffer 
he said that with the 
ideas he had, the 
players we had, and 
others who he wanted 
to bring in, the club 
was in a false position. 

“It was a tough deci¬ 
sion and I was close 
to going another 
way. 

“I had a few 
options to stay in 
the league above. 

“But, having 
discussed

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things with the manager, I spoke to 
the chairman as well. 

“That was a big plus for me - 
speaking to the top man at the 
club. 

“He was saying how much 
he wanted me to come to 
Eastleigh. 

“That was a major 
turning point for me 
really. 

“I knew how 
much the gaffer 
wanted me here, 
but speaking to 
Stewart 
(Donald), he 
m sealed the deal. 

“It’s not often 
¥ you get chairmen 
ringing players up - 
I’ve certainly never 
had it in my career 
- saying that they 
want you. Normally 
it stops with the man- 
* ** ager. 

“I spoke to Macca 
1 J (Craig McAllister, for- 
/ mer Luton colleague) as 


/ 


well, and he said that it’s a 


bit of a sleeping giant down here. 

“I’m pleased I made the decision 
now, because the way things went 
last season we were very unlucky 
not to make the play-off final. 

“This year we’ve had a decent 
start, but we’ve got the potential to 
do so much more.” 

It is that potential that has led to 
spiralling expectations among 
Spitfires supporters, and conse¬ 
quently resulted in a few dissent¬ 
ing voices when the team fall 
below the high standards demand¬ 
ed of them. 

Beckwith insists the ability to 
deal with any grumbling on the 
terraces is simply a part of the job. 

“You just accept it. I came to 
Eastleigh from Luton Town where 
the fan base is intense and on top 
of you all the time, and if you 
weren’t performing you’d really 
get it,” he said. 

“There were a few occasions on 
which we’d completely outplayed 
teams but come off at half-time 0-0 
and been booed off. 

“Nearly everybody in our dress¬ 
ing room has played at a higher 
level so we’re all used to it. 
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“Criticism from fans goes on at 
all levels of football. Fans pay 
their money to come and watch us. 

“Sometimes you disagree with 
what they’re saying, but as profes¬ 
sional players you have to get on 
with it. 

“Expectations are high because 
of the players we’ve brought in. 

“If we’re not performing the fans 
let us know, but we all know when 
we could be doing better anyway. 

“We all want to be playing to a 
consistently high standard, and if 
we’re not then we feel that keenly 
ourselves.” 

There is, though, a genuine 
appreciation of the supporter loy¬ 
alty that is a feature of the club, 
and acknowledgement of the 
effect that a positive backing has. 

“It helps tremendously. Once 
you’ve got the fans behind you 
and you’re doing well, the players 
are together and everyone is 
pushing in the same direction,” 
he said. 

“There’s no negativity around 
the place. 

“It makes such a difference on a 
Saturday because once the fans 


get going, especially the fans here, 
they really do get going. 

“They’re loud, they travel in 
numbers. It’s 100 per cent better 
when you’ve got the fans behind 
you.” 

The frenzy of excitement and 
anticipation 
among the 

Spitfires faithful 
was hoisted sever¬ 
al notches by the 
summer arrival of 
a sprinkling of 
renowned lower 
league talents 

including Stuart 
Fleetwood, Jamie 
Collins, and Yemi 
Odubade. 

The men already 
on the playing staff 
were no less 
thrilled to be joined by such high 
class individuals. 

“100 per cent. Definitely. It just 
goes back to what the gaffer said 
to me in January,” Beckwith 
remarked. 

“If you can attract players like 
that, the club is clearly going in 


the right direction. 

“It gives me confidence that I 
made the right decision to sign 
here. When players like that are 
coming in that have played at 
higher levels it is a major boost.” 

Even among his teammates, 
Beckwith has 
arguably been 
Eastleigh’s 
standout per¬ 
former this sea¬ 
son to date. 

That claim is 
backed up by the 
side’s goals 
against column, 
which stands at 
a meagre nine in 
13 games played. 

Not that the 
man himself 

agrees with the 
widespread opinion regarding his 
excellent form. 

“I need to get to a higher level. I 
don’t think I’m playing as well as I 
can at the minute,” he confessed. 

“I don’t know why really, but I’ll 
keep plugging away, keep trying 
hard, and as the season goes on I’ll

reach a level that I’m happy and 
comfortable with. 

“A few mistakes have crept in 
lately, that six or seven months 
ago I wasn’t making. 

“I’ll keep working to put that 
right. I thought I did all right last 
season at Eastleigh, but I don’t 
think I’ve reached that standard 
yet this time out.” 

Beckwith’s exacting personal 
standards are plainly evident in 
his off-field approach to prepara¬ 
tion. 

When we talk it is half-an-hour 
since another training session has 
been completed with the same 
intensity and drive that the former 
Gillingham player takes into 
match day combat. 

He has eschewed, as always, the 
players’ lunch fare on offer in 
favour of his protein and vitamin 
filled meal replacement shake. 

Asked if his footballing develop¬ 
ment can be partially attributed to 
any of the coaches or managers he 
has encountered throughout his 
decade as a professional, Beckwith 
namechecks Graham Turner and 
John Trewick, both of whom he 
worked under at Hereford. 

The erstwhile Northampton 
Town duo, ex-Saints boss Stuart 
Gray - ‘a very good coach’ - and 
Ian Sampson also warrant a men¬ 
tion. 

Typically, however, it is to the 
very height of the game that 
Beckwith looks for inspiration. 

“I look at Premier League players 
because they’re at the top of their 
game. I take bits from them,” he 
explained. 

“The most important thing in 
this league is concentration. 

“You never get an easy game, 
especially this year with us being 
at the top of the table. 

“You find that teams raise their 
game against you. You’ve got to be 
prepared to battle for 60 or 70 min¬ 
utes then hopefully, as has been 
the case a few times, our quality 
and experience has shown through 
towards the end of games.” 

Discussing what lies ahead for 
Eastleigh, Beckwith’s own experi¬ 
ence radiates from every word. 

“If you’re in the play-offs it’s a 
lottery. We found that out to our 
cost last year, so the main target is 
to win the league. 

“We’ll worry about next season 
when it happens. At the minute, 
though, we can’t think too far 
ahead. It’s so tight. There’s a 
long, long way to go. 

“It’s an old cliche, but it’s true, 
the next game is the most impor¬ 
tant. 

“You can’t afford to look three of 
four months down the line, 
because that’s when you take your 
eye off the ball. 

“That is how players work. You 
just have to win the next game. 

“If, in the new year, we can be up 
at the top and we’ve got a good 
momentum going then we’ll be in 
with a real shout’. 

He has run this course before 
and, for now, Dean Beckwith is 
content to keep chalking up the 
clean sheets and leave any shout¬ 
ing to others.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT: 


ANGRY boss Richard Hill brand¬ 
ed Eastleigh’s performance 
“unacceptable” as his league 
leaders stumbled to a shock 2- 
1 league defeat against lowly 
Tonbridge Angels at the 
Silverlake Stadium this after¬ 
noon. 

Incredibly Tonbridge - third to bot¬ 
tom of the Skrill Conference South - 
played 88 minutes with ten men but 
still managed to inflict the Spitfires’ 
first home league defeat of the sea¬ 
son. 

Spitfires boss Richard Hill brought 
fit-again forward Stuart Fleetwood 
back into the starting line up, while 
Michael Green - the supporters’ 
player of the month for October - 
was named on the bench, making 
way for his ex-Christchurch team 
mate Chris Dillon. 

Tonbridge included three ex- 
Eastleigh players - Phil Appiah, 
skipper Gary Elthick and Chris 
Piper. 

The game began in dramatic style 
with Eastleigh having a Craig 
McAllister ‘goal’ ruled out from 
their first attack before Tonbridge 
were sensationally reduced to ten 
men with just over two minutes 
gone. 

David Ijaha was the surprise cul¬ 
prit, sent off for a retaliatory push 
on Glen Southam inside the centre 
circle. 

That unexpected development 
seemed to adversely affect 
Eastleigh, who lost their way after 
such a purposeful start. 

Their next attack of note took until 
the 12th minute arriving when 
Dillon did well to keep the ball in 
play on the left and pass inside to 
Fleetwood, who dribbled his way 
towards the centre circle before 
forcing keeper Lewis Carey to save 
low to his left. 

McAllister then ventured across 
from the right but could only tamely 
roll the ball straight at Carey at his 
near post. 

Although Eastleigh were seeing 
plenty of the ball, they looked 
strangely subdued in the final third 
with Jai Reason hooking the ball 
straight at Carey from Dan Spence’s 
cross and then skipper Southam 
lashing a 20 yarder well over from 
Reason’s outswinging corner. 

Reason then had a shot deflected 
out for another corner after taking a 
return pass from Jamie Collins 


inside the area, but the Spitfires 
were made to pay for their lack-lus¬ 
tre start as the ten man Angel seized 
a shock 23rd minute lead. 

Nathan Green sent the ball to on- 
loan Brighton forward Shamir 
Goodwin inside the box and his 
thumping shot took a wicked deflec¬ 
tion past wrong-footed goalkeeper 
Ross Flitney. 

Reason - Eastleigh’s brightest 
attacking spark - headed wide from 
Southam’s pull back before Carey 
was forced into his first big save on 
29 minutes. 

Reason’s corner was met with a 
firm goalbound header by Ben 
Strevens but the ex-Bristol City 
keeper tipped it over. 

Tonbridge were briefly down to 
nine men when Ryan Watts went off 
for treatment and, with the No 7 
unable to continue, substitute Luke 
Blewden came on with the 40 minute 
mark approaching. 

With two minutes of added time 
indicated, McAllister’s downward 
header from Chris Todd’s cross 


bounced wide of Carey’s right hand 
post. 

Hill responded by making two sub¬ 
stitutions for the second half, with¬ 
drawing Dillon and Southam and 
putting on Michael Green and 
Damian Batt. 

Batt swung in an inviting cross 
which McAllister was frustrated not 
to get to. 

Carey then made two excellent 
stops in quick succession to deny 
Strevens and Fleetwood as Eastleigh 
bombarded the Angels area. 

With Tonbridge now pinned inside 
their own half, Strevens hit a hope¬ 
ful shot from 25 yards but, again, 
Carey was solidly behind it. 

The keeper, making his league 
debut for the visitors, then did 
superbly well again to get both 
hands to Reason’s free kick as it 
curled towards his top right hand 
corner. 

The expected equaliser finally 
arrived on 58 minutes thanks to a 
neat build up inside the left of the 
area. Reason and Fleetwood master¬ 


minded the move for Jamie Collins 
to bury from close range. 

But just when it looked as if the 
Spitfires were in total control, the 
impressive Goodwin gave a 
reminder of his talent, working his 
way across the Eastleigh area and 
finding space to curl a shot narrow¬ 
ly wide. 

Green had a shot charged down 
and Reason chipped one just over as 
Eastleigh came again. 

Then, on 67 minutes Spence and 
Batt combined cleverly down the 
right - Spence regaining possession 
on the overlap and forcing Carey to 
punch his shot behind at the near 
post. 

Collins got his head to Reason’s 
corner but it was an easy claim for 
Carey. 

Both sides made substitutions on 
75 minutes - Angels introducing 
Mark Lovell for Appiah and, for 
Eastleigh, Will Evans replacing 
goalscorer Collins. 

To their credit, the visitors kept 
battling and Eastleigh had to be on 


their guard to deal with Blewden’s 
long throw after sub Evans had 
stumbled over in the area. 

After a couple of free kicks had 
controversially been awarded 
against tenacious target man 
McAllister, Eastleigh finally got one 
in their favour for a shove on 
Fleetwood. 

Michael Green struck it on target 
but it was well watched by Carey 
who pushed it clear. 

There was a nasty sting in the tail 
for Eastleigh on 87 minutes when 
Chris Todd was penalised for a foul 
on Goodwin just outside the left of 
the area. 

Lee Browning delivered the free 
kick, Goodwin kept the ball alive on 
the byline beyond the back post and 
squared it back for Sonny Miles to 
scramble home a shock winner for 
the visitors. 

Suddenly it was panic stations for 
Eastleigh, but even four minutes of 
stoppage time could not prevent 
them falling to their first home 
league defeat on the season.

IT was a pinnacle moment in the 
careers of three Salisbury City stars 
on Tuesday as they made their 
Three Lions debut. 

Angus MacDonald, Elliott Frear 
and Dan Fitchett represented Paul 
Fairclough’s England C team in an 
international friendly against Czech 
Republic Under-21s, writes Joel 
Holt. 

And the trio, pictured below, each 
played an influential role in 
England’s late comeback against 
the ten-man visitors as the game 
ended 2-2 at Woking’s Kingfield 
Stadium. 

The Czech Republic, leading 2-0, 
played the vast majority of the sec¬ 
ond half with ten men, losing Adam 
Janos for his late challenge on 
MacDonald. 

England profited from the man 
advantage when Whites’ electric 
winger Frear produced a scorching 
delivery for Welling’s Fraser Franks 
to nod home with five minutes 
remaining. 

Then substitute Fitchett, who has 
terrorised many a Skrill Premier 
defender with his pace and trickery 
this season, spun away from his 
marker and was brought down 



inside the area for a stoppage-time 
penalty. 

Forest Green Rovers’ James 
Norwood kept his nerve to smash 
home and earn his country a share 
of the spoils. 

Watching Salisbury boss Mikey 
Harris described having three play¬ 
ers in the England line-up as a 
“massive achievement.” 

“It was a proud moment watching 
the lads represent their country 
against high-quality opposition and 
all of them played a significant 
part,” he beamed. 

“It’s recognition for the whole 
squad and the team deserve a lot of 
credit.” 

The three became the first 
Salisbury players to pick up an 
England cap since striking legend 
Matt Tubbs. 

Former Exeter City man Frear said: 
“It was a great honour to play for 
my country wearing the number 11 
shirt. The lads were all different 
class. It’s certainly been a new 
experience playing for England and 
one I’ve really enjoyed. 

“I’ve played a lot of games this 
season already for my club and 
that’s what I wanted to do coming 
here. I’m really enjoying my football 
and I want to keep on pushing for¬ 
ward.” 


STEWART Donald is fast 
approaching the second 
anniversary of his all-consum¬ 
ing involvement with Eastleigh 
FC. 

The on-going progress that has 
been achieved in that period is evi¬ 
dent to anybody who has witnessed 
developments at the Silverlake 
Stadium since Donald arrived, writes 
PAUL McNAMARA. 

In November 2011, the Spitfires 
were in the midst of a cost cutting 
operation which had seen the depar¬ 
ture of a number of key players, and 
a gutsy but predominantly inexperi¬ 
enced side was languishing in the 
wrong half of the Conference South 
table. 

Fast forward to today and the pic¬ 
ture is very different. 

An Eastleigh team that is blessed 
with a playing staff which is the envy 
of their league rivals and, one would 
imagine, a fair number of clubs oper¬ 
ating further up the ladder, sit proud¬ 
ly at the top of the table going into 
this weeken’s match. 

The club’s support is wholly appre¬ 
ciative of a man whose personal com¬ 
mitment and financial backing has 
made possible the seismic transfor¬ 
mation to their fortunes. 

Most, however, will be entirely 
unaware of how lucky they are that 
Donald came to take control of the 
Spitfires - for his original intention 
when he decided to increase his foot¬ 
ball involvement was rather more 
modest than what actually tran¬ 
spired. 

Moreover, everybody who holds the 
prosperity of Eastleigh FC close to 
their heart owes a small debt of grat¬ 
itude to one of the finest footballers 
this country has ever produced. 

Namely, Glenn Hoddle - the man 
whose recent appointment to FA 
chairman Greg Dyke’s England com¬ 
mission received widespread 
acclaim. 

Donald recalls the day when the ini¬ 
tial step was taken towards his and 
the Spitfires’ existence becoming 
intertwined. 

“I was sat at home when I received a 
phone call, and was asked if I could 
make a meeting the following day 
with Glenn Hoddle,” he recalled. 

“If you are a football fan and you 
have a chance to meet Glenn Hoddle, 
you don’t say no. 

“I had no idea at that time why he 
wanted to meet. 

“We had a chat for a couple of hours 
and he had heard that I was about to 
make an offer for a football league 
club. 

“Glenn wondered if there was 
potential to get involved. 

“I made it clear at that stage that 
there was no likelihood of a deal, but 
I would be interested in exploring 
other football clubs if he thought he 
would like to work together on a proj¬ 
ect. 

“We could not find anything suit¬ 
able, but Eastleigh FC had got a men¬ 
tion in passing as a potential target. 

“Knowing the area, and having a 
business in the town (Bridle 
Insurance), I met three of the then 
current shareholders of the club with 
a view to giving the club a little spon¬ 
sorship money. 

“However, on meeting them, it was 
apparent from Paul Murray (then 
Spitfires chairman) that they would 
like to take more of a backseat. 

“And having enjoyed being the 
main sponsor at Oxford United, and 
thoroughly enjoyed the contact I had 
with the then chairman, Kelvin 





league football and of course the 
ground does not meet the require¬ 
ments (to host football at that level). 

“I am trying to gear the club up, 
with my fellow directors, to be in a 
position to achieve these things and it 
is very much a target we have.” 

In Donald’s view, his and his direc¬ 
tors’ purchase of the club’s Ten 
Acres home earlier this year from 
former owners ‘Ten Acres Holdings’ 
was imperative for those stated, 
heady aspirations to be met.

The Bridle takeover was confirmed 
in February of the following year, but 
in the meantime Donald had, by pro¬ 
viding his manager Ian Baird with 
notable backing in the transfer mar¬ 
ket, declared a conspicuous intention 
to change his new club’s 
ethos into one where 
progression up the 
pyramid was a priority.

Eastleigh’s erstwhile 
managing director, who

patience-testing qualities by myriad 
procedures that must be complied 
with before the ground revamp can 
commence. 

It is the less glamorous side of the 
work towards the overall grand plan 
but Donald remains, above anything 
else, a football fan - albeit one who 
can’t relax when it’s the turn of the 
players to do their bit on the pitch. 

“I feel nervous and tense, and am 
rarely relaxed,” he confessed. 

“I kick every ball, make every chal¬ 
lenge. “I am a fan, the same as every¬ 
one else. 

“I have had plenty of journeys 
home to Oxfordshire after both home 
and away games thinking ‘what a 
great result, I am loving this’. 

“I have also had some at the other 
end of the spectrum where I think 
‘what a fool, this was an awful defeat 
and why do I waste my time, money 
and effort on such a silly game’. 

“However, when I have calmed 
down from a defeat, or forgotten the 
last win, I then refocus on achieving 
the goals we have set to achieve at the 


club. 

“I focus on the next challenge, 
whether it’s Sutton, Dorchester, ter¬ 
racing or the bar staff.” 

Donald’s control over what he 
watches during the course of 90 
stomach-churning minutes only 
extends as 
far as his 
placing the 
team’s con¬ 
trol in the 
capable 
hands of 
Richard Hill. 

Before 
Hill’s 
appointment 
in September 
2012, though, 
the owner 
had to dis¬ 
pense with 
the Spitfires boss of close to five 
years, Ian Baird. 

It was a process that Donald con¬ 
fesses provided him with the only 
‘serious negative’ of his time, to date, 


at the Silverlake. 

Together with Baird’s successor, 
Donald has overseen the recruitment 
of a series of signings, and has 
ensured that every measure is taken 
to give his side the best possible 
chance of success. 

The implementation 
of a professional envi¬ 
ronment at Eastleigh 
is epitomised by the 
day time training 
regime which allows 
Hill additional time to 
work with his men. 

Donald clearly val¬ 
ues his present man¬ 
ager’s wisdom and 
“huge influence” over 
the club. 

“He chooses the 
players, he signs 
them, coaches them 
and they are a reflection of him as 
well as the club,” Donald remarked. 

“The results speak for themselves. 

“It is a football club and he is the 
manager, and we follow his direction

and his vision within the boundaries 
that the board set.” 

The supporters he has encountered 
at the Silverlake have certainly made 
a positive impression on the 38-year- 
old. 

In fact, Donald says that their col¬ 
lective enthusiasm, along with the 
enormous amount of work involved 
in running the club - “about half of 
my working week is spent on 
Eastleigh, and it’s a long working 
week” - have been the most striking 
elements of his ownership. 

“The passion of the supporters and 
the strength of feeling they have for 
the club has made a huge impact on 
me and been a real surprise.” 

Nevertheless, Donald’s tireless 
effort to entice more fans through the 
turnstiles is yet to have the desired 
effect - although there has been a 
slight upturn in home attendance fig¬ 
ures this term. 

“The product is good and improv¬ 
ing, and it is a huge catchment area,” 
he said. “Having said that, football is 
expensive at all levels and we need to 
work hard to make it as affordable as 
possible for people to attend when the 
economy is the way it is. 

“We do not help ourselves by con¬ 
tinually being knocked out of cup 
competitions in the early stages 
when that would help raise the pro¬ 
file of the club. 

“We will hopefully put that right in 
the FA Trophy this year.” 

Increasing Eastleigh’s supporter 
base is just one of the many chal¬ 
lenges that will test a man who is 
determined, in his incarnation as 
‘football club owner’, to match his 
prodigious accomplishments in the 
business world. 

It is rather handy, therefore, that 
Donald cites ‘the challenge of having 
set a target to take Eastleigh FC to a 
certain level, both on and off the 
pitch, and seeing whether we can 
achieve this” as the most exciting 
aspect of the task he has undertaken. 

The owner acknowledges the 
esteem in which he holds the fans, 
players, and directors of Eastleigh, 
describing all as being “a credit to the 
club”. 

The respect is mutual, and any time 
spent at the club reveals a tight-knit 
group, all working together in pur¬ 
suit of an exhilarating future. 

A future that was inconceivable 
until two years ago when a telephone 
rang in Stewart Donald’s Witney 
home.

T&E boss slams 
Browne sacking

TOTTON & Eling co-boss 
Stuart Hussey has branded 
Hamworthy United’s sacking 
of Simon Browne “an 
absolute disgrace.” 

As someone in much the 
same boat as Browne, trying 
to keep a modestly funded 
club afloat in the Sydenhams 
Premier Division, Hussey 
believes the Hammers are 
guilty of putting not one, but 
two, thoroughly good football 
men out of a job. 

Ex-Worthing, Bashley and 
Winchester boss John 
Robson, who had been 
coaching and scouting for 
Browne at the County 
Ground club, followed the 
boss out of the exit door - 
something which appalled 
Hussey. 

“I cannot believe Simon 
Browne got the sack,” he 
said. “It’s an absolute dis¬ 
grace. 

“I don’t know Simon per¬ 
sonally, but he’d been at that 
club for over four years and 
he comes across as really 
professional and hard-work¬ 
ing. 

“Over the years I’ve been 
involved in Wessex manage¬ 
ment, Hamworthy have 
always been the hardest 
team we’ve played. During 
eight or nine games against 
them with Lymington Town, 
Winchester City and Totton & 
Eling, I’d never beaten them 
until a few weeks ago - and 
that was the first time in four 
years. Simon’s teams are 
always hard to beat.” 

Hamworthy chairman Steve 
Harvey cited results and play¬ 
er departures (Hammers had 
16 points from 17 Wessex 
Premier games when 
Browne’s sacking was con¬ 
firmed) as the reason for 
changing managers. 

He said the issue had been 
voted for “100 per cent” by 
the club’s top brass. 

Harvey said: “We are look¬ 
ing to progress and join 
Poole and Wimborne and, as 
chairman, my feeling is we 
need to improve, and we 
weren’t. 

“We felt we needed a 
change. I really like Simon 
and it was a hard decision.” 

That, though, cut no ice 
with Hussey who thinks 
Browne should have been 
given more time. 

“You don’t get two more 
experienced football men 
than John Robson and Simon 
Browne and to have good 
people like that involved at 
clubs like ours, who don’t 
pay much, if anything, should 


not be taken lightly,” he said. 

“For Simon not to be 
allowed to see out the sea¬ 
son and put things right is 
disgraceful. 

“Hopefully he will come 
straight back into a job with 
John Robson because they’re 
the sort of people you don’t 
want to lose from the game. 

“Hamworthy are bringing in 
another good football man in 
Graham Kemp, but that’s 
beside the point. 

“I’m sure Graham will go in 
and do a good job, but I’m so 
disappointed to see Simon 
Browne sacked. 

“I could understand if 
Hamworthy were paying out 
loads of money, but they’re 
not. Simon’s done a good job 
there on what I’d imagine is 
only a smallish budget.” 

Browne himself launched a 
broadside at the man replac¬ 
ing him at the Hammers 
helm. 

Rumours were rife that 
Kemp had been lined up for 
the job well before Browne 
confronted chairman Steve 
Harvey about the speculation 
prior to the 2-2 draw with 
Lymington Town ten days 
ago. 

“Everybody knew he (Kemp) 
had been offered the job and 
I am disappointed that the 
rumours got out,” said former 
Salisbury City defender 
Browne. “I don’t believe it 
came from Steve or Mark 
(Bartlett, Hammers vice- 
chairman), it will have come 
from Graham himself. 

“Whether that was done 
intentionally to cause dis¬ 
tress to me, (assistant man¬ 
ager) Lee Chudy and John 
Robson, I don’t know. I’d like 
to think not. But it is not very 
professional and it seems a 
little underhand to be talking 
about taking a job where 
someone was still in situ. 

“I very much doubt we 
would be in this situation if 
he (Kemp) had not been 
sacked by Winchester.” 

Kemp categorically denied 
starting any rumours, insist¬ 
ing: “I never spoke to any¬ 
body before I left Winchester 
or before he (Browne) had 
left the job at Hamworthy.” 

Chairman Harvey acknowl¬ 
edged: “It didn’t work out 
how we had wanted because 
Simon was going to be told 
after the (Lymington) game 
but, somewhere down the 
line, someone told him. We 
don’t know who, but we have 
a good idea, and that 
prompted the meeting before 
the game.”

TOTTON & Eling’s class of 
2013/14 bears no resemblance to 
the team built by previous Millers 
manager Kev Dawtry.

“But unfortunately a lot of those 
lads couldn’t commit and at some 
stage we had to make the decision to 
go with people who can get to training 
rather than just turn up on a Saturday 
to play. 

“Steve Jenkin could never train on a 
Thursday, Matt Monk had work com¬ 
mitments and Phil Ward said he’d 
sign but could only play Saturdays. 

“They’re all good lads but we could¬ 
n’t carry on with players who could 
only make themselves available at 
certain times. 

“The players we wanted to keep, we 
have kept, but unfortunately Steve 
Marwood, Mark Lloyd and Adam 
Lowther are all injured. 

“It looks like Steve needs an opera¬ 
tion and Mark’s off travelling soon for 


to Hussey, who says success - or lack 
of it - all boils down to finances 

“There’s no magic formula to it,” he 
said. “The higher you go up in our 
league or AFC Totton’s league, the 
more money is being paid. 

“If you gave me £400 a week to spend 
tomorrow, we’d be halfway up the 
Wessex table in no time with some 
more experienced players on board. 

“The lads we’ve got are all technical¬ 
ly good players, but they’re naive, 

“Our skill, passing and quality of 
possession is great, but we’re not clin¬ 
ical enough going forward or defend¬ 
ing.”

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DIAPER’S MEN

DAVE Diaper said he was “just 
pleased to have avoided a 
Wessex team” when the FA 
Vase third round draw was 
made.

“It was a fantastic cup tie. There’s no 
taking away the fact that Sholing are a 
very good side but, in my opinion, they 
can’t have had a tougher test all sea¬ 
son.

“I had tried to support them 
throughout with transfer 
requests and so on, but I have 
always talked about discipline at 
the club and, in my opinion, it had 
not improved which we did not 
see eye to eye about.” 

Banks had been forced to play 
himself recently despite a long¬ 
standing injury which had more 
or less forced his retirement from 
the game. 

He admitted his vision of the 
football club and that of the chair¬ 
man were never going to meet. 

“I have an idea of what a win¬ 
ning club should be and the chair¬ 


man has another, especially 
regarding discipline,” he said. 
“To expect a side to compete but 
with the fear that a booking 
would bring repercussions is not 
practical.”

THE great Sachin Tendulkar finished his 
glittering career last week after playing 
an incredible 200 Tests - and six games 
against Hampshire. 

Tendulkar is in an elite club to have scored 
more than 50,000 runs in all cricket and his 
15,921 Test runs at 53 place him as one of the 
greatest batsmen of all time. 

But he was never prolific when against 
Hampshire, scoring 229 runs at 32.7 in eight 
innings and refusing to bat on the only occa¬ 
sion he finished on the winning side... 

Hampshire v India 
Northlands Road, July 4-6 1990 

Sachin was only just 17 when he first visited 
Southampton in the summer of 1990 at the 
beginning of India’s tour. 

He had made his Test debut against 
Pakistan in the hostile surroundings of 
Karachi eight months earlier and would 
make his maiden Test hundred against 
England at Old Trafford the following month. 

On this occasion he could not stop 
Hampshire from winning by seven wickets. 

Batting at three, he was dismissed for 32 by 
PJ Bakker in the first innings, caught by Paul 
Terry, as India made 278-7 declared. 

He made an unbeaten 58 against an attack 
led by Mark Nicholas in the second innings 
as India declared at 143-1, setting Hampshire 
305 to win. Centuries from captain Nicholas 
and David Gower ensured a comfortable vic¬ 
tory. 


Yorkshire v Hampshire 
Headingley, County Championship, 
May 7-10 1992 

A top score of 86 in Yorkshire’s first-innings 
total of 250 was an impressive effort from 
Sachin on his County Championship debut 
against a Hampshire attack led by Malcolm 
Marshall. 

It was certainly an improvement on his 
Yorkshire debut a week earlier, when he was 
run out for seven at the non-striker’s end in a 
Sunday League game against Kent. 

He also bowled seven wicketless overs as 
Hampshire made 397-8 declared, but did not 
bat again as the match fizzled out into a draw. 

Yorkshire v Hampshire 
Headingley, Sunday League, May 24 
1992 

Hampshire were back in Leeds a fortnight 
later and ran Sachin out for a 32-ball 16 as 
they won this 40-over game by 59 runs. 
Openers Robin Smith (77) and Tony 
Middleton (66) helped Hampshire to 211-5, 
Sachin bowling six overs for 32, before 
Yorkshire were skittled for 152. 

Hampshire v Yorkshire 
Basingstoke, County Championship, 
June 2-4 1992 

Not for the first time, PJ Bakker claimed the

scalp of the Little Master and on this occasion 
the Dutchman bowled the Indian legend for a 
duck. 

Having won the toss, Yorkshire were dis¬ 
missed for 210 and soon conceded a first- 
innings lead of 141 as Hampshire made 351-9 
declared in reply.

Sachin then made 34 before he was bowled 
for the second time in the match, this time by 
Kevan James. India reached 222 -7, a lead of 
82, before hands were shaken on a draw.

Kevan James claimed Sachin’s wicket for 
the second time when India returned to 
Southampton between the second and third 
Tests. 

Sachin was captaining India for only the 
third time, having skippered against Sussex 
and Essex the previous month, in readiness 
for leading his country in full internationals 
later that year. 

But this game is best known for being the 
first time anyone took four wickets in four 
balls and scored a century in a first-class 
match. 

Radio Solent commentator James dismissed 
Sachin for his second duck in three innings 
against Hampshire, with Jason Laney taking 
the catch. 

Rahul Dravid and Sanjay Manjrekar were 
also amongst James’ quartet as the 
Hampshire all-rounder finished with 5-74, 
India declaring on 362-5. 

Batting at No 4, James then made 103 as 
Hampshire amassed 458-9 in another draw. 

Hampshire v India 
Rose Bowl, July 20-22 2002 

This was a match that everyone involved 
would rather forget, but it is probably still 
remembered by Sachin for being played on 
one of the worst wickets he has seen for a 
first-class match. 

It was also the only time he finished on the 
winning side against Hampshire, by 66 runs. 

The story was not the result, however. 

Sachin refused to bat in India’s second 
innings after making three from 20 balls (c 
Mascarenhas b Udal) on a terror track. 

It was so bad a young James Tomlinson was 
not allowed to bowl in India’s second innings 
for fear that it would put an Indian batsman 
out of the following week’s first Test. 

John Crawley, having been recalled to the 
England side following an impressive start to 
his Hampshire career, was absent from the 
second innings, blaming a dodgy curry rather 
than the wicket! 

The Rose Bowl was only a year old and a 
week later another capricious pitch saw 
Hampshire docked eight County 
Championship points for a wicket rated as 
poor by the ECB on which Lancashire’s 
James Anderson and Chris Tremlett took 
their maiden first-class five-wicket hauls. 

Sachin returned to West End in 2007 for his 
only Rose Bowl international, making 17 as 
an opening batsman before he was dismissed 
by James Anderson, England winning the 
ODI by 104 runs. 

He will be conspicuous by his absence when 
India arrive for the ground’s second Test in 
July.
